Germ an panzer columns, following th e Napoleonic road to Moscow, 
were reported to h ave sm ash ed th rough Russia’s Red arm y defenses 
approx im ately h alf way to th e Soviet capital today. 
Th e G erm an h igh command said th e sweep or th e 9 -day-old Naal 
onslaugh t h ad already captured Lwow, in form er Poland, and a Berlin 
spokesman reported th e fall of Minsk, 20 miles inside Uie old frontier 
of th e U S. S. R 
Th e Nazi spokesman indicated th at Adolf H itler’s invasion forces 
already were in sigh t of Smolensk, 200 miles east of Minsk on th e h igh ­ 
way to Moscow .

Premonitory symptoms are nau­ 
sea and dizziness and anyone who 
feels these symptoms on a hot day 
should apply ice or cold water to 
the .--kin and get in the shade and j 
lie down. 
Treatment will 
depend 
upon 
which type of heat depression you 
are dealing with. There Is noth­ 
ing very complicated 
about it 
simply common sense. If a person 
if cold, clammy, weak and obvious­ 
ly shocked he should be treated 
by rest and warmth to overcome 
the shock If he is thirsty give him 
wat'-r, a little at a time, not to > 
cold. 
If there is some salt handy 
put that In the water. 
Professional Treatment 
The doctor will give him fluids 
by vein when he gets him to the 
I hospital and also sodium bicat bo- 
; nate to overcome his acidosis, so 
it’s not imperative to get fluids 
into him, but give him plenty of 
rest and protect him from the per­

who comes

The person whose skin is hot 
and dry to the touch, who is un- 
1 conscious and who has a bounding 
pulse should be treated by ice and 
water dashed on the body.
